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Baptists  Have  Five 
Distinctives 

“Thy  Word  is  a  lamp  unlo  my  feet  and  a  liijlli  unto  my  nath.** — - 
Psalm  119:105. 

The  foundation  of  a  strong  nation  is  religious-civic  righteousness 
from  the  word  of  God.  Baptists  count  it  a  privilege  in  America  to  join 
others  who  sincerely  desire  our  nation  to  be  strong  and  godly.- We  want 
to  be  motivated  by  altruism  and  not  selfish  group  interest. 

Although  some  of  the  distinctive  Baptist  tenets  are  held  by  one 
or  more  other  religious  bodies.  Baptists  claim  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  body  to  bold  them  altogether  intact.  They  are: 

First,  the  competency  of  the  individual  soul  to  do  business  with  Al- 
-  mighty  God  directly  without  the  in- 


Bahaman  Baptists 
Are  Poverty  Stricken 
But  Have  Much  Faith

As  I  entered  the  Transfiguration 
Baptist  Church  (Colored)  in  Nassau 
the  large  congregation  rose  and  sang 
as  only  our  colored  folks  can  sing,  “A 
Mighty  Fortress  Ls  Our  God.”  How 
pleased  Martin  Luther  would  have 
been  If  he  could  have  heard  them. 
His  hymn  of  courage  is  the  battle  cry 
of  our  colored  brethren  in  the  Ba¬ 
hamas. 

In  these  islands  the  Baptists  are 
the  largest  Christian  force  there, 
numbering  over  300  churches.  How¬ 
ever,  the  Roman  church  Is  now  send¬ 
ing  well  trained  priests  to  every  is¬ 
land  They  are  well  financed  and  give 
our  Baptist  children  clothes  and 
candy  and  food  in  an  effort  to  win 
them  away  from  our  churches.  When 
you  realise  that  an  average  day’s  pay 
for  labor  there  is  $2.50  and  milk  sells 
for  60  cents  a  quart  you  can  see  how 
desperately  poor  The  people  are. 

In  five  associational  meetings  which 
I  attended,  people  came  from  great 
distances  over  the  Gulf  stream  in 
small  sailing  boats  and  paid  $1.00  to 
register  and  sat  In  rtie  semi  tropic 
heat,  many  not  even  having  shoes  to 
wear  to  hear  the  gospel.  We  in  the 
states  have  never  seen  such  poverty 
among  Baptists  as  I  witnessed  in 
Nassau.  The  Baptist  pastors  pled  with 
me  with  tears  In  their  eyes  to  send 
them  a  missionary,  a  white  man  who 
could  plead  their  cause  with  the 
British  government  and  give  them

Independent  Baptists 
Form  New  Group 

Little  Rock,  Ark.  —  iRNS)  —  The 
North  American  Baptist  Association 
was  formed  here  by  representatives  of 
600  churches  in  15  states  formerly 
affiliated  with  the  American  Baptist 
Association. 

The  latter  association  comprises  a 
group  of  independent  missionary  Bap¬ 
tist  churches,  mainly  in  the  south, 
southwest,  and  southeast. 

In  forming  the  new  group,  leaden 
■aid  they  withdrew  from  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Baptist  Association  principally 
over  the  issue  of  representation. 

“We  contend  that  only  members  are 
qualified  to  represent  our  churches  at 
national  meetings,"  the  Rev.  W.  J. 
Burgess  of  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  said. 

“Officials  of  the  other  body  con¬ 
tend  that  churches  could  be  repre¬ 
sented  by  members  of  other 
churches,”  he  added. 

Mr.  Burgess  said  that  another  point 
of  difference  between  the  two  groups 
was  in  the  appointment  of  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

“We  believe  all  missionaries  should 
be  elected  by  a  cooperative  body,  sup-

World  Alliance 
To  Have  No  Debates 

Saint  Louis,  Mo. —  (BP) — The  Bap¬ 
tist  World  Alliance  at  Cleveland, 
July  22-27,  cannot  be  a  debating 
society,  if  the  provisions  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  are  kept,  according  to  Dr. 
C.  Oscar  Johnson,  president  of  the 
Alliance. 

Dr.  Johnson  made  the  statement  in 
response  to  the  announcement  of 
certain  leaders  that  the  reports  of  the 
various  commissions  would  be  debat¬ 
ed.  Dr.  Johnson  said  he  would  have  to 
rule  that  the  commission  reports  were 
only  findings  and  could  only  be  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  records  of  the  Al¬ 
liance  without  debate.  “The  Baptist 
World  Alliance  cannot  become  a  plat¬ 
form  for  small  groups  to  debate  their 
differences,”  he  said.

l  Will  be  represented  at  the  Alliance,  he 
T  said,  although  some  of  them  only  with 
a  minimum  number  of  messengers, 
due  to  currency  restrictions.  He  gave 
as  an  example  that  of  the  original  150 
applicants  from  Great  Britain  only  30 
had  actually  completed  arrangements 
to  attend.  There  will  be  no  representa¬ 
tives  from  Russia,  Czechoslovakia, 
Poland.  Hungary,  the  Russian  Zone  of 
Germany,  unless  D.  P.’s  and  other 
Baptists  now  in  exile  attend.

Second,  the  Bible  as  the  Inspired 
Word  of  Ood  is  the  one  and  only  all- 
sufficient  rule  for  faith  and  practice, 
n  Tim.  3:1$.  The  edicts  and  dicta  of 
men  and  man-controlled  religious  in¬ 
stitutions  reigned  over  the  world  for 
a  period  of  1,000  years  (from  the 
sixth  century  to  the  sixteenth,  but 
historians  rightly  call  It  “The  Dark 
Ages.” 


Third,  baptisms  by  immersion  for 
professing  believers  only.  This  makes 
for  responsible  church  membership. 
One  is  not  born  a  Christian  naturally, 
but  “ye  must  be  born  again",  spiritu¬ 
ally.  (John  3:3).  In  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  baptism  was  never  administer¬ 
ed  except  as  part  of  the  following 
order:  hear  the  Word  of  God,  believe 
it,  be  baptized.  No  exception  to  this 
order  caji  be  found  in  the  Scripture. 

Fourth,  democracy  of  the  local 
church.  All  members  are  equal.  The 
church  ls  not  divided  Into  two  classes 
of  priesthood  and  laity.  All  believers 
are  priests.  Rev.  1:6,  I  Peter  2:5. 
Ever  hear  of  church  splits?  Sad, 
aren’t  they?  But  how  much  sadder 
where  here  does  not  exist  that  free¬ 
dom  which  permits  a  split  when 
needed  instead  of  maintaining  an 
artificial  external  unity  which  covers 
a  cesspool  of  hearsay  and  hatred. 

Fifth,  Separation  of  church  and 
state.  This  is  not  a  worn  out  phrewe 
except  where  there  is  a  desire  to 
saddle  the  costs  of  operating  one’s 
church  onto  public  tax  coffers.  Re¬ 
ligious  liberty  in  the  colonies  toward 
the  end  of  the  18th  century  was 
secured  chiefly  by  Baptists  aided 
some  by  one  other  group.  The  ideal 
of  a  “free  church  in  a  free  state”  is 
a  foundational  part  of  our  constitu-

census  simultaneously  in  each  as¬ 
sociation  in  our  state.  There  will  be 
great  publicity  value  as  well  as 
inspirational  value  in  the  taking  of 
the  census  simultaneously.  The  pastor 
can  greatly  aid  in  this  work  by  bring¬ 
ing  an  appropriate  sermon  on  the 
day  of  the  taking  of  the  census. 

Publicity 

Beginning  now  we  must  begin  pub¬ 
licizing  this  great  simultaneous  cru¬ 
sade  among  Mississippi  Baptists.  The 
chairman  of  the  publicity  certainly 
should  be  a  real  Christian  who  is 
interested  in  evangelism.  He  ought 
to  know  something  about  the  art  of 
publicity.  He  should  know  newspaper 
men  and  women.  He  should  know 
how  to  get  their  support  and  co¬ 
operation  in  getting  the  whole  cru¬ 
sade  before  the  people  who  read  the 
papers. 

The  radio  also  presents  a  marvelous 
field  of  possible  publicity  for  our 
evangelistic  campaign.  Pastors  are 
urged  to  contact  the  owners  of  radio 
stations  In  their  communities  and 
make  plans  for  definite  promotion  of 
this  simultaneous  evangelistic  cru¬ 
sade  over  their  local  stations.  Much 
good  can  be  done  as  we  stir  up  In¬ 
terest  among  people  everywhere. 

What  can  be  done  to  publicize  an 
evangelistic  crusade?  We  can  use 
window  cards,  automobile  stickers, 
bumper  cards  and  road  signs.  Special 
cards  can  be  distributed  to  the  people 
announcing  the  revival  meeting  and 
giving  the  name  and  the  picture  of 
the  evangelist  and  singer.  Lapel  but¬ 
tons  can  be  used.  These  can  be  secur¬ 
ed  from  the  Baptist  Book  Store  with 
the  slogan,  “Christ  is  the  Answer” 
printed  thereon.  Full-page  ads  can  be 
secured  in  local  newspapers.  Dally 
write-ups  can  appear  In  weekly  and 
daily  papers.  Daily  broadcasts  over 
the  radio  can  be  secured.  Many 
business  houses  who  have  advertising 
programs  on  the  radio  will  be  glad 
to  give  "spot”  announcements  during 
their  commercials  This  is  a  very 
effective  means  of  promoting  the  re¬ 
vivals  and  at  the  same  time  It  pro¬ 
motes  good  will  among  the  mer¬ 
chants. 

Cooperation 

If  this  program  of  evangelism  In 
Mississippi  is  to  be  a  success,  we 
must  have  the  cooperation  of  all  of 
our  brethren.  We  trust  that  every  co¬ 
operating  church  and  every  cooperat¬ 
ing  pastor  will  immediately  plan  to 
have  a  revival  meeting  at  the  time  of 
the  simultaneous  campaign  in  the 
association.  Note  carefully  the  dates 
—March  25-April  ■.  Plan  to  have  your 
revival  meeting  at  that  time.  Secure 
a  preacher  at  the  earliest  possible 
time,  if  you  have  not  already  done 
so.  In  such  a  great  state-wide  cam¬ 
paign  as  this,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  many  preacher  sto  do  their  own 
preaching  in  their  revival  meetings. 

Let  us  urge  again  that  the  “simul¬ 
taneous”  effort  has  great  effect  and 
poyrev.  The  fact  that  an  association 
can  get  together  on  such  a  campaign 
simuitnebusly  has  unusual  publicity 
value.  Not  only  does  it  have  publicity 
value,  but  it  has  inspirational  value 
in  that  the  preachers  and  pastors  and 
other  interested  workers  can  get  to¬ 
gether  for  special  rallies  which  will 
motivate  them  into  greater  endeavor. 
When  our  churches  realise  that  they

With  joy  and  thankfulness,  we 
approach  Sunday,  June  18—  the 
day  that  has  been  set  aside  as 
Father’s  day.  Although  Mother’s 
Day  was  established  earlier,  and 
not  one  of  us  would  think  of  tak¬ 
ing  from  it.

The  setting  apart  of  this  day  by 
special  services  in  churches  and  in 
other  ways  originated  indepen¬ 
dently  in  different  parts  of  the 
country  and  in  different  years.

5.  Get  pastor  to  emphasize  meeting 
and  announce  it  publicly. 

fl.  Use  any  special,  catchy  advertis¬ 
ing  plan  or  scheme.  Get  your  men. 

n.  Plan  an  interesting  and  Ap¬ 
propriate  Program  for  Meeting. 

1.  Have,  if  possible,  a  good  lively, 
spiritual  song  service. 

2.  Devotional,  Bible  reading  and 
prayer  only. 

3.  Brief  inspirational  message  on 
"Value  of  a  Live  Brotherhood”  by 
pastor,  or  invited  guest. 

4.  Informed  organizer  take  over  and 
present  appropriate  information. 

Ill  Steps  Organizer  May  Wisely 
Take. 

1.  Place  chart:  "The  Brotherhood 
Organized,”  on  wall  before  men.  Give 
each  man  smaller  tract  form  of  same, 
and  explain  it  to  them. 

2.  Place  tract:  “Brotherhood  Of¬ 
ficers  and  Their  Duties,”  in  bands  of 
the  men  and  urge  the  mto  read  it 
carefully. 

3.  Emphasize  importance  of  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  Urge  a  monthly  meet¬ 
ing  of  it  where  desirable  in  homes  of 
members.  Explain  purpose  of  other 
committees  and  identify  chairmen  of 
them. 

4.  Place  an  enrollment  card  in 
hands  of  all  men  present,  and  urge 
them  to  fill  it  out  completely,  and 
turn  it  in  at  close  of  meeting.  With 
this  information  “Brotherhood 
Identification  Cards”  will  be  filled  out 
and  given  to  all  men  signing  an  en¬ 
rollment  card.  (Get  Brotherhood 
buttons  from  Southwide  office.) 

5.  Elect  a  president.  He,  with  the 
pastor,  and  another  man  selected  to 
serve  on  committee  with  them  will, 
at  another  meeting,  after  study,  con¬ 
ference,  and  prayer,  nominate  the  re¬ 
maining  officers:  (No  man  should  be 
nominated  until  he  has  expressed  a 
willingness  to  serve.) 

6.  Decide  on  time  and  place  of  next 
meeting  when  organization  shall  be 
completed,  and  all  necessary  officers 
— selected  to  be  presented  to  church 
at  next  business  meeting  for  approval 
and  final  selection.  Request  church  to 
provide  necessary  literature  and 
materials  for  the  Brotherhood.  See 
that  a  record  book  and  an  adequate 
number  of  Brotherhood  Journals  are 
ordered  from  the  8outhwide  Office. 
Every  man  should  have  a  Journal. 
Have  Installation  service  when  pos¬ 
sible. 

IV.  Make  final  Plans: 

1.  Decide  on  permanent  time  and 
place  of  meeting.  You  are  not  re¬ 
stricted  in  this  (Meetings  of  some 
type  should  be  held  weekly.  Experi¬ 
ence  and  observation  prove  this  is 
best.)  Meetings  may  be  to  render  a 
program  or  for  committee  work. 


2.  After  careful,  and  prayerful  study 
by  officers  elected,  chairmen  of 
necessary  committees  should  be 
selected.  They,  with  counsel  of  gen¬ 
eral  officers  will  complete  commit¬ 
tees. 

V.  Institute  a  Vital  Activity  Pro¬ 
gram,  and  Get  Busy,  For:  “Activity  is 
The  Life  of  the  Brotherhood.”

What's  Better  Than  A  Bulletin? 

Before  us  is  a  bulletin  gotten  out  by 
Associational  Missionary  Charles 
Everett  of  Bolivar  county.  This  is  a 
one  page  mimeograph  sheet  that  car¬ 
ries  the  news  of  the  happenings  of 
the  churches  each  month.  This  bulle¬ 
tin  is  not  Just  a  Training  Union  bulle¬ 
tin,  but  a  general  news  sheet  keeping 
the  churches  alert  to  what’s  going  on 
In  the  other  churches.  You  know  we 
sometimes  like  to  do  what  the  other 
fellow  is  doing,  and  sometimes  we  like 
Vo  "outdo  him!”  and  if  it  is  for  the 
glory  of  God  it’s  all  right.  Many  other 
missionaries  get  out  bulletins  also, 
many  churches  do,  and  many  train¬ 
ing  unions,  and  even  individual 
unions  issue  a  weekly  or  monthly 
bulletin.  They  are  good  .  “mis¬ 
sionaries”.  Try  it  in  your  union.  It 
will  take  work,  so  if  you  do  not 
want  to  work,  do  not  do  it!

Question:  If  a  member  is  absent  can 
he  be  given  any  credit? 

Answer:  Yes,  a  member  can  be  100 
per  cent  and  be  absent  from  his 
union  on  Sunday  night.  If  he  has 
been  sent  by  his  union  or  the  as- 
sociational  organization  to  some 
church  in  the  interest  of  organizing 
or  strengthening  a  union  he  is  en¬ 
titled  to  the  attendance  credit.  .  If 
he  is  away  and  attends  a  training 
union  in  another  church  and  is  per¬ 
fect  otherwise  he  can  make  100  per¬ 
cent  his  record  corrected  on  his  re¬ 
turn  home.  If  a  member  is  absent 
and  does  not  attend  another  union 
and  is  not  sent  on  a  training  union 
mission,  he  can  be  given  credit  for  all 
of  the  points  he  has  subscribed  to 
that  week  if  he  reports  it  that  night. 
He  can  phone  it  in,  send  it  by  some 
other  member  of  the  family  or  by  a 
neighbor.  It  is  necessary  that  EVERY 
member  report  EVERY  week  that  we 
may  have  an  ACCURATE  record.

Texas  Baptists  Ask 
Prohibition  Amend 

Beaumont,  Tex. —  (RNS> — A  Texas 
Baptist  group  has  called  on  Governor 
Allen  Shivers  and  the  state  legislature 
to  submit  a  constitutional  amendment 
prohibiting  sale  of  intoxicants. 

A  resolution  approved  by  the  80th 
annual  convention  here  of  the  Baptist 
8tate  Training  Union  urged  an 
amendment  "prohibiting  the  manu¬ 
facture,  sale,  and  transportation  with¬ 
in  the  state  of  Texas  of  all  beverages 
containing  more  than  one  half  of 
one  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume." 

The  resolution  urged  people  to  con¬ 
tact  by  letter,  telephone,  telegraph, 
or  personal  interview  all  their  can¬ 
didates  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Gov¬ 
ernor,  and  members  of  the  Legislature, 
and  discover  the  candidates'  attitude 
on  submission  of  such  an  amendment. 

In  another  resolution  the  Baptists 
reaffirmed  their  stand  against  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  United  States  repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  Vatican,  declaring 
such  an  appointment  would  be  a  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  principle  of  separation 
of  church  and  state.

Face  Crackdown

Montreal,  Canada  —  (RNS)  —  City 
Police  Attorney  Antonio  Lamer  says 
that  the  Montreal  Police  Department 
intends  to  crack  down  on  Montreal's 
church-sponsored  lotteries. 

"These  lotteries  may  be  for  good 
purposes,"  he  said,  “but  the  city  is 
swamped  with  them  If  we  allow 
churches  to  sponsor  them,  what 
chance  have  we  of  stopping  chain 
stores  and  others  from  getting  in  on 
the  act?” 

The  matter  was  brought  to  a  head 
in  Recorder’s  Court  when  two  men 
were  arraigned  on  charges  of  selling 
raffle  tickets  for  a  Roman  Catholic 
parish  which  is  sponsoring  a  $22,000 
lottery. 

Attorney  Lamer  explained  after¬ 
ward  that  church  in  general,  and 
Roman  Catholic  churches  in  parti¬ 
cular,  have  started  widespread  lot¬ 
teries. 

“We  are  not  going  to  stand  for  it,
